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An  article  about  Helen  Temple  Cooke  by  Judge  Edmund 
R.  Deu  ing  will  appear  in  the  special  May  24th  issue 
of  the  Wellesley  Townsman  in  celebration  of  the 
75th  anniversary  of  Wellesley  and  the  50th  anni- 
versary of  The  Townsman.  Excerpts  follow: 

HELEN  TEMPLE  COOKE  came  to  Wellesley  in 
1899.  . . She  liked  what  she  found  here. 

"This  imaginative  and  brilliant  young  woman, 
endowed  with  a strong  New  England  will,  had 
determined  to  dedicate  her  life  to  education  for 
women.  But  she  was  as  practical  as  she  was  vision- 
ary. In  Wellesley,  she  found  the  opportunity  for 
which  she  was  looking.  Moreover,  she  had  the 
courage  to  seize  upon  it. 

"With  $15,000  of  borrowed  money  as  a down 
payment,  Miss  Cooke  purchased  the  Dana  Hall 
School  for  girls,  owned  and  operated  by  the  Misses 
Sarah  and  Julia  Eastman  who,  wishing  to  retire, 
had  decided  to  dispose  of  it.  Fifty  years  later  there 
were  four  schools  instead  of  one,  enrolling  750 
students  . . (and  claiming  more  than  ten  thou- 
sand alumnae). 

"Up  to  1939,  the  Dana  Hall  Schools  had  been 
a proprietary  institution.  Miss  Cooke  owned  fifty- 
one  per  cent  of  the  capital  stock.  The  balance  was 
held  by  the  Marcellus  E.  Wheeler  family,  formerly 
of  Rutland,  Vt.  In  order  to  assure  the  future  of  the 


schools,  Miss  Cooke  purchased  the  Wheeler  in- 
terests and  gave  the  complete  ownership  of  the 
schools  to  a new  corporation  operating  under  a 
non-profit  charter  with  authority  invested  in  a 
Board  of  Trustees. 

"Helen  Temple  Cooke  saw  in  her  lifetime  the 
accomplishment  of  a great  ambition.  But  she  had 
an  abiding  hope  for  the  future  of  the  schools,  and 
to  this  end  she  dedicated  the  greater  portion  of 
her  remaining  estate. 

"Man)'  knew  Miss  Cooke  as  a woman  of  high 
ideals  and  an  able  educator.  Only  a few  knew  of 
her  great  benefactions.  Not  only  did  Miss  Cooke 
turn  over  the  schools  and  their  assets  to  a non-profit 
Board  of  Trustees,  but  it  was  found,  upon  the  pro- 
bate of  her  will  last  year,  that  she  had  bequeathed 
her  entire  estate  to  the  Dana  Hall  Schools  and  that 
she  had  established  a trust,  the  capital  sum  of 
which  will  go  to  the  schools  after  the  death  of 
three  beneficiaries  . . . 

"The  lives  of  thousands  of  young  women  from 
many  states  and  countries  through  the  years  have 
been  richer  because  a gentle  young  woman  with  a 
purpose  had  the  courage  to  borrow  $15,000  so  that 
other  young  women  might  have  greater  oppor- 
tunities for  intellectual  and  spiritual  development. 
To  the  Dana  Hall  Schools,  Helen  Temple  Cooke 
gave  her  life  and  her  worldly  possessions.  She 
bequeathed  an  educational  ideal  infinitely  more 
profound  than  buildings  and  endowment  . . .” 


The  following  article  is  a reprint  from  the 
April  12  issue  of  the  Wellesley  Townsman. 

Board  Appoints 
School  Coordinator 

Dr.  Edward  B.  Hinckley  announced 
this  week  his  resignation  as  Presi- 
dent of  Babson  Institute,  to  take  effect 
September  30,  1956.  Judge  Edmund 
R.  Dewing,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools,  has 
informed  the  Townsman  that  next 
October  Dr.  Hinckley  will  assume  the 
duties  of  Executive  Coordinator  of  the 
four  schools — Tenacre,  Dana  Jr.,  Dana 
Hall,  and  Pine  Manor. 

This  position,  created  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  carry  out  their  decision 
to  reorganize  the  four  schools  under 
four  independent  heads,  without  sacri- 
ficing the  benefits  of  integration  where 
this  is  feasible,  is  a three-year  admin- 
istrative appointment.  Within  that 
time  efficient  procedures  can  be  set  up 
and  tested.  Dr.  Hinckley,  a member  of 
the  Board  of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools 
for  the  last  four  years,  will  act  as  the 
representative  of  the  Board  in  direct- 
ing the  reorganization. 

Judge  Dew'ing,  in  announcing  Dr. 
Hinckley’s  acceptance  of  the  appoint- 
ment, said: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Dana 


Hall  Schools  are  happy  to  announce 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Edward  B. 
Hinckley  to  the  recently  created  posi- 
tion of  Executive  Coordinator.  He 
will  be  the  Trustees’  representative  in 
unifying  our  system  of  administration 
in  all  tour  units.  We  believe  that  Dr. 
Hinckley’s  educational  background 
and  his  experience  in  human  relations 
make  him  eminently  qualified  for  these 
duties.  We  are  confident  that  his  ac- 
complishments w’ill  result  in  a smooth- 
er and  more  efficient  organization. 

Dr.  Hinckley’s  own  statement  to  the 
T ownsman  reads  as  follows: 

"In  making  my  decision  to  resign 
from  the  presidency  of  Babson  Insti- 
tute after  ten  strenuous  but  rewarding 
years,  I was  influenced  by  a number  of 
factors.  Chief  among  these  is  my  con- 
viction that  the  Institute  has  reached  a 
stage  in  its  development  where  new  ad- 
ministrative procedures  must  be  devel- 
oped. I feel  that  I can  express  my  ideas 
on  the  best  ways  of  accomplishing  the 
necessary  changes  in  administrative 
patterns  most  frankly  and  objectively 
to  those  whose  concern  and  respon- 
sibility it  is  if  I am  not  on  the  staff  of 
the  Institute. 

"After  coming  to  this  decision,  I 
was  seriously  considering  a position  in 
another  state  when  it  became  evident 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Dana  Hall 
Schools  that  their  reorganization  plan, 


which  has  been  crystallizing  for  almost 
a year,  would  require  intensive  and 
full-time  work,  for  the  man  in  charge 
of  implementing  it,  for  the  next  two  or 
three  years.  The  job  is  a challenging 
one,  and  frankly  it  appealed  to  me.  A 
further  argument  in  its  favor  was  that 
it  would  keep  me  in  Wellesley,  — and 
I like  Wellesley ! 

"I  am  looking  forward  with  keen  in- 
terest to  undertaking  a job  quite  dif- 
ferent in  one  respect  at  least,  from  any 
job  I have  ever  held.  Usually,  the 
harder  one  works  and  the  more  suc- 
cessful one  is,  the  more  the  opportu- 
nity expands  and  becomes  permanent. 
In  this  one,  if  I am  really  successful,  I 
will  have  worked  myself  out  of  a job 
in  three  years,  — and  then  I will  be 
free  to  tackle  something  else!” 
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Only  one  picture  this  time  — and  it’s  of 
Miss  Mary  Gegerias,  author  of  "Report 
From  Paris,”  a story  about  Reid  Hall  and 
the  alumnae  from  Pine  Manor  currently  liv- 
ing there.  Miss  Gegerias,  a member  of  Pine 
Manor’s  faculty,  is  studying 
in  Paris  under  the  Middle- 
bury  College  plan.  Before 
coming  to  Pine  Manor  six 
years  ago,  Miss  Gegerias 
received  an  A.B.  degree 
from  Radcliffe  College,  stud- 
ied at  the  Sorbonne  and 
Wellesley  College,  and  was 
assistant  to  the  Director  of 
the  Berlitz  School  of  Lan- 
guages. In  the  picture,  Miss  Gegerias  teaches 
a French  class  at  Pine  Manor. 

Judge  Dewing,  author  of  the  article  at 
the  top  of  the  opposite  page,  is  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  is  pictured  on 
page  9 of  this  issue.  Now'  Justice  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  Judge  Dewing  is  a graduate 
of  Dartmouth  College  and  Boston  Univer- 
sity Law  School  and  was  District  Attorney 
from  1933  to  1954.  His  ancestor,  Andrew 
Dewfing,  was  the  first  white  settler  in  Wel- 
lesley. The  Dewfings  have  four  children  — 
three  sons  and  a daughter. 

As  you  have  undoubtedly  noticed,  the 
Pine  Manor  Bulletin  now  has  an  Editorial 
Board.  The  Board,  made  up  of  alumnae 
and  students,  advises  and  aids  the  alumnae 
secretary  in  the  publication  of  the  magazine. 
You  have  met  three  of  the  four  members 
of  the  Board  in  past  issues.  The  fourth, 
Ruth  Harvison  Spaulding,  ’39,  wrote  an 
article  for  the  November,  1952,  issue  — 
the  first  issue  of  the  new  Bulletin,  telling 
about  the  previous  June  reunion.  We  hope 
to  hear  from  her  in  succeeding  issues.  At 
present  she  is  concentrating  her  efforts  on 
a special  Bulletin  project. 

After  Ruth  was  graduated  from  Pine 
Manor,  she  studied  wfith  Frances  Robinson- 
Duff,  dramatic  coach,  and  was  assistant  di- 
rector of  a summer  theater  group  called  the 
"Buck  Hill  Players”  in  Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pa. 
She  directed  Romeo  and  Juliet,  given  by  the 
Paint  and  Powder  Club  of  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity, and  now  has  her  own  little  theater 
group  in  Hamilton,  the  "Spotlighters,” 
which  she  began  six  years  ago.  Ruth  has 
published  four  books  of  poetry.  Her  fifth 
is  in  process.

FROM 

PARIS 


Miss  Mary  Gegerias,  the  writer  of  the  following  article,  is  at 
present  the  holder  of  a Fulbright  grant,  which  has  made  it  possible 
for  her  to  enjoy  a year  of  study  in  France  under  the  Middlebury 
College  plan.  At  the  termination  of  this  year’s  residence  and  study 
in  Paris , Miss  Gegerias  will  receive  her  Alaster’s  degree  from  Mid- 
dlebury  College  and  return  as  instructor  in  French  to  Pine  Manor 
where  she  has  been  a member  of  the  faculty  for  the  past  five  years. 

Her  article  introduces  the  reader  to  a group  of  Pine  Manor 
alumnae  (class  of  ’55)  who  are  studying  in  Paris  under  the  Reid 
Hall  "Third  Year  in  Paris”  plan,  which  offers  to  junior  college 
graduates  the  unique  opportunity  of  a one-year  course  accepted  by 
many  American  colleges  and  universities  as  the  equivalent  of  a third 
junior  year  carrying  credit  toward  an  A.B.  degree.  This  group, 
composed  of  students  from  leading  accredited  junior  colleges,  re- 
sides at  Reid  Hall,  ideally  located  near  the  intersection  of  the  Mont- 
parnasse and  Rasp  ail  boulevards  and  yet  close  to  the  freshness  and 
fragrance  of  the  Luxembourg  Gardens.  — Marjorie  H.  Ilsley. 


Reid  Hall’s  sun  gallery  looks  doivn  on 
the  courtyard  bordered  by  shade  trees, 
its  cobblestones  brightened  by  a large 
bed  of  red  geranium  and  blue  agera- 
tum.  The  picturesque  gateway  beckons 
. to  gardens  beyond  furnished  with 
tables  and  chairs  where  one  may  invite 
guests  for  tea,  sip  one’s  after-dinner 
coffee  or  simply  relax  in  the  quiet  shade. 


Living  in  the  heart  of  Saint  Ger- 
main-des-Pres,  I frequently  stop 
opposite  the  Flore  and  the  Deux 
Magots  to  take  the  "Numero  Quatre- 
vingt  Quinze.”  After  a short  ride  down 
the  rue  de  Rennes  to  the  Gare  Mont- 
parnasse, a busy  intersection  where 
late  passengers  run  to  catch  the  last 
train  to  Chartres  or  the  Express  to 
Brest,  I usually  turn  towards  one  of 
my  favorite  ' coins  parisiens”  which, 
at  the  turn  of  the  century,  was  inter- 
nationally known  as  the  bohemians’ 


quarter.  My  itinerary  includes  a five- 
minute  walk  along  the  picturesque 
Boulevard  Montparnasse,  past  the 
Coupole  and  the  Dome  of  artists’ 
fame,  to  a narrow'  little  street  called 
la  rue  de  Chevreuse  on  the  left-hand 
side  of  which  stands  the  well-known 
university  center,  Reid  Hall. 

On  certain  days,  Reid  Hall  means 
for  me  a conference  with  the  Middle- 
bury  Directeur  d’Etudes.  On  others,  a 
literary  rendezvous  w'ith  interesting 
personalities  like  the  real  Major 
Thompson.  However,  if  I linger  in 
the  attractive  gardens,  I am  always 
sure  to  meet  Cynnie  Earling  enter- 
taining friends,  Gaylee  Leavitt  setting 
out  for  an  afternoon  at  the  Musee  du 
Louvre,  or  Lynn  Sitterley  and  Cynnie 
Richter  returning  home  after  an  ex- 
hausting visit  chez  la  couturiere.  For 
Reid  Hall,  the  center  of  many  Franco- 
American  activities,  is  primarily  the 
home  of  a young  group  called  "The 
Third  Year  in  Paris.” 

A charming  home  indeed  is  Reid 
Hall.  Originally  a Hunting  House 
with  panelled  walls  and  a secret  pas- 


sageway to  the  Palais  du  Luxembourg, 
it  w'as  built  in  the  seventeenth  century 
by  the  due  de  Chevreuse.  Since  that 
glorious  period  w'hen  hunters  gath- 
ered for  sport,  merriment,  and  intrigue, 
this  stately  residence  has  served  many 
purposes  — some  still  very  mysterious 
today  — others  very  well  known. 
Amongst  the  latter,  one  remembers  the 
American-girls’  Club  established  in  the 
early  nineties,  the  hospital  for  wound- 
ed soldiers  during  the  First  World 
War,  and  in  1922,  the  International 
University  Center.  More  recently, 
Reid  Hall,  named  after  its  founder, 
Mrs.  Whitelaw  Reid,  served  as  a resi- 
dence for  the  Smith  College  and 
Sweet-Briar  Junior-Year-Abroad 
groups.  However,  as  both  of  these 
programs  expanded,  it  became  neces- 
sary to  lodge  the  majority  of  students 
with  private  families. 

It  was  at  this  time,  in  1952,  that 
Miss  Dorothy  Leet,  President  of  Reid 
Hall,  decided  to  organize  the  "Third 
Year  in  Paris”  for  junior  college  grad- 
uates. A truly  fine  decision,  for  each

This  is  only  one  of  the  countless  inspiring 
architectural  and  historical  landmarks  in  Paris  and 
neighboring  cities  which  the  students  frequently 
visit.  Organized  and  individual  trips  to  the  most 
picturesque  and  interesting  parts  of  the  country  are 
a part  of  the  Reid  Hall  program. 

Miss  Leet  also  obtains  for  the  students  invita- 
tions to  poetry  readings  in  private  homes,  to  lec- 
tures by  France’s  most  famous  writers  and  scholars 
at  the  Sorbonne  and  to  meetings  of  national  inter- 
est such  as  the  National  Assembly. 


This  is  a corner  of  one 
of  the  Reid  Hall  libraries, 
well  provided  with  classi- 
cal literature,  current  pe- 
riodicals and  reference 
books. 

Another  library  provides 
a browsing-room  where  a 
wide  selection  of  the  most  recent  publications  in 
many  fields  may  be  borrowed  or  read. 

Small  tables  (right)  in  the  long  dining  room 
encourage  conversation,  which  is  stimulated  by  the 
presence  of  one  or  more  of  the  carefully  selected 
French  University  scholarship  students  who  spend 
the  year  at  Reid  Hall.  Their  friendship  is  always 
prized  by  the  American  group.  The  long  French 
windows  of  the  dining  room  open  onto  a terrace 
and  the  gardens  bordered  with  shade  trees.

FRIENDS  - NOT  FUDDY-DUDDIES 


What  are  trustees?  Who  are  they?  What  do  they  do?  What 
are  they  like?  These  questions  arc  being  asked  by  the  students, 
and  they  are  being  answered  by  the  trustees  themselves. 

Until  recently,  the  students’  conception  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
was  a typical  caricature.  To  them,  the  trustees  were  an  anonymous 
group  of  fuddy-duddies  who  gathered  periodically  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  making  themselves  thoroughly  disagreeable. 

Obviously,  this  conception  was  neither  correct  nor  desirable,  and 
its  cause  lay  in  the  fact  that  the  students  didn’t  even  know  who  the 
trustees  were,  much  less  what  they  stood  for  and  what  they  were  really 
like.  Lately,  the  trustees  seem  to  have  recognized  the  value  of  chang- 
ing the  students'  minds,  and  a number  of  them  have  taken  time  to 
come  and  make  themselves  known  to  the  student  body.

If  the  students  felt  the  need  of 
proof  of  trustee  interest  in  student 
ideas  and  opinions,  they  found  it  in 
the  recent  appointment  of  a student 
building  committee,  which  will  meet 
periodically  with  the  sub-committee 
of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools  building 
committee.  The  student  committee  was 
formed  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

As  a result  of  these  efforts  to  in- 
form the  students  about  the  trustees,  a 
favorable  change  in  student  attitude 
toward  Pine  Manor’s  top  governing 
body  is  becoming  increasingly  appar- 
ent. The  students’  former  vague  aware- 
ness of  the  existence  of  the  Board  is 
gradually  being  replaced  by  an  atti- 
tude of  interest  in  the  Board,  its  mem- 
bers, and  its  activities.  It  is  gratifying 
to  the  students  to  know  that  the  trus- 
tees are  interested  in  what  they  do, 
and  I hope  it  is  gratifying  to  the  trus- 
tees that  the  students  are  beginning 
to  take  an  interest  in  them.

year  30  students,  representing  the 
leading  accredited  junior  colleges,  are 
given  the  opportunity  to  spend  the 
academic  year  in  Paris  perfecting  their 
French  and  increasing  their  knowledge 
of  French  civilization. 

Under  the  excellent  direction  of 
Miss  Alice  Ross  Bennett,  formerly  a 
member  of  the  French  Department  at 
Barnard  College,  the  students  follow  a 
specially  arranged  program.  In  very 
small  classes,  they  review  thoroughly 
the  basic  rules  of  grammar  and  pho- 
netics, both  indispensable  for  facilitat- 
ing daily  conversation.  Talented  ar- 
tists from  the  Ecole  du  Louvre  lecture 
regularly  on  the  history  of  French  Art 
and  organize  trips  to  interesting  monu- 
ments and  to  the  inexhaustible  muse- 
ums of  the  Louvre,  le  Petit  Palais,  and 
l'Orangerie.  A survey  of  French  liter- 
ature is  complemented  by  a special 
theater  course  which  is  devoted  to  the 
careful  study  of  eighteen  plays  cur- 
rently being  shown  at  Paris’  numerous 
theaters.  Few  of  this  year’s  students 
will  forget  the  freshness  of  Moliere’s 
Les  Femmes  Savantes,  recently  revived 
at  the  Comedie  Franchise,  the  beauty 
of  Claudel’s  Jeanne  d’Arc  au  Bucher 
at  the  Opera,  the  gaiety  of  Marivaux’ 
Le  Triomphe  de  l’ Amour  at  the  Palais 
de  Chaillot,  or  the  fantasy  of  Girau- 
doux,  Intermezzo  at  the  Marigny.  Even 
fewer  will  forget  the  enthusiastic  dis- 
cussions which  followed  these  excit- 
ing productions.  Around  the  dinner 
table,  enlivened  with  the  presence  of 
French  scholarship  students  living  at 
Reid  Hall,  or  in  the  salons  with  young 
guests  from  the  nearby  Institut 
d’Etudes  Politiques,  impressions  and 
opinions  were  compared  and  ques- 
tioned: "Le  decor  des  Femmes  Sa- 
vantes est  un  peu  moderne  mais  d’une 
beaute  extraordinaire.”  "Maria  Casares 
joue  admirablement.  L'avez-vous  vue 
dans  son  role  de  Marie  Tudor?”  "Jean- 
Louis  Barrault?  Ah,  oui ! Jean-Louis 
Barrault.  . . 

In  addition  to  theater  parties  and 
museum  visits,  week-end  trips  to  par- 
ticularly beautiful  and  significant  re- 
gions of  France  are  organized.  Le 
Mont  St.  Michel,  Chartres,  Versailles, 
Fontainebleau,  les  Chateaux  de  la  Loire 
headed  the  list  of  wonders  last  fall. 
It  hardly  seems  necessary  to  mention 
the  white-capped  peaks  which  attract- 
ed Sis  McHenry  and  many  others  dur- 
ing the  February  cold  spell.  With 
spring  in  the  air,  plans  are  already 
being  made  for  trips  to  Bourges  and 
Vezelay. 

With  spring  in  the  air,  however, 
plans  are  superfluous.  Life  in  Paris 


and  at  Reid  Hall  always  seems  to  take 
care  of  itself.  Instead  of  going  to  the 
Dome  for  afternoon  coffee,  the 
flaneurs  stroll  down  toward  the  Jardin 
du  Luxembourg  where  artists,  poets, 
students,  children  all  seem  to  turn  out 
for  the  afternoon  sun.  Like  true 
Parisians,  the  Third  - Year  - in  - Paris 
group  arc  always  happy  to  hear  trum- 
pets in  the  distance  announcing  the 
Beaux  Arts  floats  arriving  at  the  Place 
du  Pantheon.  And  again  like  true 
Parisians,  they  are  equally  disturbed 
to  hear  the  large  groups  on  the  Boul’ 
Mich  shouting  desperately,  ”Paix  en 
Algerie,  Paix  en  Algerie.” 

"Life  is  so  real  here  in  Paris,”  said 
Jan  Gambrel  one  day.  "I  would  not 
have  missed  this  year  for  anything.” 
And  as  I left  my  Pine  Manor  friends 
at  Reid  Hall  recently,  I was  convinced 
that  the  Third-Year-in-Paris  plan  was 
accomplishing  its  purpose.  France  has 
added  six  more  names  to  its  long  list 
of  understanding  and  faithful  friends. 
And  Pine  Manor  can  certainly  be 
proud  of  her  alumnae  in  Paris.  En- 
grossed in  such  pleasant  thoughts,  I 
completely  forgot  to  take  the  "Quatre- 
vingt  Quinze”  back  to  Saint  Germain. 
Instead,  I walked  home  the  long  way 
via  le  Jardin  du  Luxembourg.

This  past  year,  Diane  Musser, 
’32,  met  a tragic  death.  Diane 
teas  an  immensely  gifted  girl. 
The  Bulletin  feels  that  it  can 
best  convey  to  the  alumnae  the 
extent  of  Pine  Manor’s  loss  by 
quoting  from  a tribute  by  Mrs. 
I.  Lamont  which  appeared  in  the 
Feb.  1 1 issue  of  'I'he  Saturday 
Review.  The  Bulletin  is  most 
appreciative  to  Mrs.  Lamont  and 
to  The  Saturday  Review  for  the 
kind  permission  to  quote  from 
Mrs.  Lamont’ s letter. 

"Skating  in  the  dusk  on  a lake  in 
the  Berkshires  she  crashed  through 
thin  ice  and  went  down  into  the 
dark  water.  Her  small,  lilting, 
slightly  husky  voice  is  stilled.  Her 
inquiring,  searching  mind  is  quiet 
now  . . . 

"Some  of  her  poems  had  been 
printed  in  school  publications  and 
in  the  Bard  College  literary  maga- 
zine, and  she  had  written  poetic 
plays.  If  she  had  lived  to  bring 
her  work  to  a higher  degree  of 
maturity  she  would  have  become  a 
poet  of  freshness  and  originality. 
Those  of  us  who  knew  her  will  al- 
ways grieve  for  her,  yet  the  loss 
is  not  only  to  her  family  and 
friends  but  to  poetry  and  poetic 
drama. 

"In  the  summer  of  1954  on  a 
Maine  island  she  wrote  and  strug- 
gled in  her  mind  with  a play  about 
Job  . . . she  decided  to  produce 
the  play  in  the  little  village  of 
North  Haven.  There  were  ob- 
stacles that  might  have  discouraged 
an  older  playwright.  But  within 
her  slight,  vulnerable  body  she  had 
a will  of  steel.  She  besieged  and 
persuaded  summer  and  island 
young  people  alike  until  she  as- 
sembled a cast.  She  rehearsed  them 
among  all  the  competing  activities 
of  sailing,  tennis,  picnics,  jobs. 
Even  her  close  friends  tried  to  tell 
her  that  she  was  being  too  am- 
bitious. Yet  the  play  took  shape 


",  . . It  was  an  intellectual  play, 
requiring  concentration.  It  has 
power  and  beauty.  In  spite  of  its 
sparse  trappings,  or  partly  because 
of  them,  it  came  off  with  dignity, 
even  with  a certain  majesty.  The 
vast  problems  of  evil  and  good,  of 
justice  and  of  wrong  to  man 
thrashed  about  among  the  charac- 
ters like  the  trees  in  the  storm  that 
had  passed.  Those  who  took  part 
in  the  play  felt  afterwards  that 
they  had  been  touched  by  a rare 
imagination. 

Her  careful,  sensitive  work  re- 
mains, and  the  influence  of  her  per- 
sonality and  her  eager  mind  on 
others.  In  her  death  is  the  tragedy 
of  all  young  creative  lives  abrupt- 
ly ended.”
